With regards to Hodges et al. (claims 1 and 4), the Applicant argues that in Figure 3 the analytical surface "S is the only surface 
used as a sample holder for analysis". The Examiner disagrees. In response, the Examiner notes that the cited sample holder of Hodges 
et al. is not the surface S but is the apparatus disclosed in Figure 3. As can be seen in Figure 3, the disclosed sample holder has "a 
plurality of surfaces oriented at nonzero angles relative to one another" as claimed. See flat surface F and adjacent surfaces to the left 
and right of F. 

With regards to Mack (claims 2 and 5) and the Applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's 
invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., "that the sample holder can hold more that one sample" and "that 
they may hold more than one sample at a time") are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the 
specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. 

With regards to Schipper (claims 3 and 6), the Applicant argues, "item (10) ... cannot be used to hold samples". The Examiner 
disagrees. The Examiner notes that item (10) is referred to in the disclosure as a mounting and acts as a fixing lever (Col. 4 lines 44-45); 
therefore, the mounting is used to hold samples in place. 

In conclusion, the Applicant's arguments are not persuasive and claims remain rejected. 
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
